The men rode into Stroud at 10
o'clock, tled thelr horses at the
stoock yards and proceeded to loot|
the banks. As the news spread, oitl-
gens were soon running Into the
pirsets, armed with such woapons as
they could gather quickly, Many
ghots were fired,

Foints Gun at Robber,

“Dirop your gun of TI'll shoot!" Curry
velled.

As the man. now believed to ba-Starr,
dropped the revolver the boy fired. The
bullet struck the man in the leg and he
